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DETAILED ACTION 

Based on applicant's amendments to the claims, the current examiner of record 
has determined that an additional election restriction is required for this application.

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct

Species are independent or distinct because the (1) the inventions as claimed 
are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are 
mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed have a materially 
different design. In addition, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping 
subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants.
